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In December, a month after the election, a grand jury began 
hearing evidence againgt Powell that had been marshaled by U.S. 
Attorney Paul Williams and his able young assistant, Thomas Bolan. 
The grand jury worked diligently through January and February of 
1957, all of which so vexed Powell that he made two trips to the 
White House and finally wrote Attorney General Brownell in protest. 

Then, on March 18, 1957, Bolan abruptly was called off, He 
was informed on orders from Washington that the U.S. Attorney's 
office in New York was abandoning its case against — Bolan 
* told it was too hot to handle." 


Bolan was dumbfounded. He told his superiors that he already 


had enough evidence for an indictment. Given two more months, he 
was positive an air-tight case could be presented. His protests 
were futile, however, and on June 14, 1957, the statute of 
limitations expired on the events of 1950, one of the years under 
review, 

More months, during which the case lay dormant, passed. Then 
on December 14, 1957, National Review magazine came into the picture 


with a five-page summary of the case and a blazing demand for action. 
Week after week it hammered out sordid details of the Rev. Dr. 
Powell's case history. 
At long last the grand jurors themselves took the unusual 

action of bluntly telling the U.S. Attorney that unless he revived 
the case they would exercise their legal prerogatives and carry on 
alone. On April 17, 1958, U.S. Attorney Williams called the grand 
jury back into session. Within weeks, they handed down their 


indictment, 
A year has passed and Mr. Powell still has not gone on ¢rial. 


His lawyer, Edward Bennett Williams, has been too busy with Leyden 
other clients--Prank Costello, Jimmy Hoffa, 3 golarane, et. al 
--to get around to the Powell trial. 

Within weeks, though, Powell's luck will run out. His lawyer 
will be finished with Bernard Goldfine's present installment, and 
the Government will take on the Rev. Dr. Powell.
